A: What exactly happened? 

Hi; T had sent the novel around to a 
number of publishers, al) of whom 
turned it down with very nice 
letters. Finally I sent ft to Crown, 
and one of their editors, Arthur 
Fields, asked me to come to sce 
him.

IN ANSWER to the question why 
Jews, ἃ minority in all the lands 
of the Diaspora, did not accept in 
full the speech of the majority but 
everywhere retained distinct lan- 
guages — o fusion of their host jan- 
guages and their own traditional He- 
brew-Aramic — Welnrelch endorses 
the theory of Matthias Mieses that 
the Jewish religion in its widest 
sense was the chief reason.

In the long run, the question

cludes the economics of raw ma- 
terials and the overall effect on 
the environment.
